One of the enigmas of the current struggle between the 
power structure of San Francisco’s public housing and the 
tenants of San Francisco’s public housing is that, the situa- 
tion will not be remedied when negotiations are begun to stop 
the rent strike now in progress, upon the issues that many 
leaders in the ghettoes of San Francisco feel are the issues 
at stake, The tone of the battle between public housing and 
the public housing tenants, has been adopted to a level 
which the power structure has consciously and unconsciously 
condoned as safe, The tenants of public housing have un- 
consciously been trapped into playing ‘the game’ by the 
rules that the power structure says are the rules that the 
‘game’ will be played by. That is why the struggle between 
the Housing Authority and the people who live in Housing 
has been circular in nature, That is why when the tenants 
fought to replace John Beard as Executive Director, and 
when Eneas Kane replaced Beard, and within less thana 
year the San Francisco Examiner’s (Sept, 20, 1965) lead 
paragraph in a story can read; ‘The 10 month honeymoon 
of Housing Authority Director Eneas Kane and his tenants 
appeared over today.’? The replacement of Beard with Kane 
had done no good, And the replacement of Kane with some- 
body else is going to be of no real good, until the power 
structure starts to deal with the people at the level of true 
concern, 


The San Francisco Tenant Issue Council realizes that 
poor maintenance, and excessive utility bills, and unelean 
and oppressive policies, are things that the Housing Author- 
ity must change, These are among the fifteen demands that 
STIC has made to the San Francisco Housing Authority. 
These are conditions that the Housing Authority will have 
to satisfactorily remedy before negotiations are started to 
end the rent strike, However, these are the effects--not 
the cause, The cause of this rent strike, and other forms 
of protest in public housing across this country, is that the 
institution of public housing as it now stands, is unworkable, 
The tenantshave no real voice in defining their own day to 
day existence, and conditions, 


_ This right to have real power to control and manage 
the public housing in which they live, and the servants who 
serve them (Le, Housing Administration), is the answer to 
ths cancerous situation that now exists, Without this, the cir- 
cular struggle between the tenants of public housing and the 
power structure will continue to exist, 


The power structure has always refused to deal with this 
problem head-on, Approximately three years ago, the San 
Francisco National Association for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People and Congress of Racial Equality began the battle 
with the San Francisco Housing Authority. Their objectives, 
which were eventually achieved, were two-fold, First, to oust 
Chairman Mazzola, who was chairman of the Housing Com- 
missioners, Mazzola was a top-ranking official in the plumb- 
ers’ union--a union which has received the scorn of the black 
community because it refuses to hire black people. By 
ousting Mazzola, it was felt that amore liberal element could

control the Housing Commissioners, and the Housing Author- 
ity could change its racist employment pattern, by starting 
to hire black and eventually the poor and black people of 
San Francisco public housing would benefit by the addition of 
the black men and women in the administration of the Hous- 
ing Authority, This was the second objective, to change 
the Housing Authority’s racist hiring by forcing them to 
hire black people into the crafts and administration, 


The Housing Commissioners--who are five in number, 
and appointed by the Mayor to serve staggered terms-~are 
the policy making body of San Francisco Housing Author- 
ity. They are supposed to be representative of the people, 


When the NAACP and CORE ousted Mazzola as chair- 
man of the Commissioners, Stephen Walter, a ‘so-called 
liberal’ became the chairman, Along with Walter, the Rev- 
erend Hamilton Boswell, a black man, became the two most 
powerful figures on the Commissionere, It was felt by many, 
that now there would be major changes, It was later proved 
that there were no basic changes, for these men were not 
really representative of the people, 


The tenants in the different projects began to organize 
themselves into tenant groups, so that they could voice their 
complaints collectively, and not individually, and therefore 
form a position of power. The problems the tenants addressed 
themselves to were different from the problems to which the 
civil rights organizations addressed themselves, The tenants 
complained of poor maintenances, excessive utility bills, 
excessive and foolish charges, lack of recreational facil- 
ities, etc, The civil rights organizations addressed them- 
Selves to racial discrimination in hiring practiced by the 
Housing Authority, and the fact that black people were seg- 
regated into the projects of Hunter’s Point, Potrero Hill, 
and the Fillmore, Which, by the way, are the worst looking 
and maintained projects in San Francisco, They were then 
and they are now,

Scattered Housing 
For Ghetto Only? 


The San Francisco Housing Authority up to two years 
ago had been known for its alleged segregation of tenants 
into black, white and oriental projects, Though the practice 
seems to have stopped, the effects of this cruel and inxuman 
practice still are felt in various quarters, But what is more 
alarming is the blatent fact that the SFHA has never learned 
their lesson, Besides the obvious practice of better tenant 
service to predominently white areas of the City and the 
like, another new and unfortunate move is about to be made, 

On the 11th of January the SFHA announced with credulous 
delight?’ their plan to develop scattered public housing in the 
Western Addition, thus retaining the philosophy of segre- 
gation by developing this type of housing, along with their 
co-conspirators, the Redevelopment Agency, ina ghetto neigh- 
borhood, 

According to the announcement, some 200 apartments 
in some 18 sites are being planned under redevelopment. 
Though such buildings would be fine for large families since 
there is a desperate shortage of larger bedroom apartments 
for lower-income families, the whole plan has larger impli- 
cations, 

The implications are that the “safe and secure from 
whites’? ghetto is being further reinforced rather then solv- 
ing the problems of eliminating the ghetto altogether, When 
most civil rights advocates and others first heard of the term 
scattered’? housing, it was envisioned that such properties 
as large apartments, duplexes, and homes would be purchased 

_ throughout the City, and not just in the ghetto, for the use of 
low-income subsidized public housing, 

The present plans are to use apartment buildings with 
an average of about 10 apartments, thus continuing to estab- 
lish the stigma of public housing projects, though on a smaller 
scale, 

It’s obvious that the white community does not want any 
part of their ‘‘sacred and secure’? ghetto from being used for 
such progressive housing practices, One dream was to have 
a home quietly acquired for such use, having the family 
merely move in and occupy the home with the Housing Author- 
ity as landlords, their neighbors never the wiser (not their 
business anyway), Such a practice could be used to even- 
tually replace the present projects, with all their ghetto 
drawbacks and stigmas of public housing, Of course to even 
some so-called liberals and Toms, such would be too social- 
istic for their middle-class blood, 

Therefore, it is with great concern and grief that we 
receive this news from ‘our’ City agencies which have long 
disregarded the voice of the minorities and poor in San 
Francisco; although this might unfortunately still be expected 
from those who ignore the voice of reason and reality, 


SPUR Question 


RACIST POLIC 


SPUR, San Francisco Planning and Urban Renewal As- 
sociation, ‘‘a volunteer citizens’ organization for community 
improvement’’, appears to be fostering a very blunt racist 
policy with regard to people in SPUR’s mind who might 
best bring about a supposedly successful city. 

In its workbook, ‘‘Prologue to Action,’’ «a workbook of 
issues and policies for developing a great San Francisco,” 
a rather interesting and somewhat disturbing pattern is set 
forth under *‘The People’? on page 7 of this publication. Under 
Issue B; ‘*What mixture of inhabitants relates best to the role 
San Francisco should play in the Bay Region??? The policy 
is set forth in several approaches; under the first approach 
it is stated that “if San Francisco chooses to remain rel- 
atively provincial, no change in its present mixture of in- 
habitants will be needed or desired.’? Now this in itself 
brings up a couple of questions, First, why ever the question 
of ‘‘mixture’’ of inhabitants? And, who is so expert to come 
to the conclusion that «‘mixture’’ has something to do with 
so-called provincialism, If San Francisco is provincial 
it seems more likely because of the very attitudes of those 
who speak for SPUR, 

But, what really seems disturbing is the second ap-~ 

_proach under policy that is mentioned by SPUR, “If San 
Francisco decides to compete effectively with other cities 
for new ‘clean’ industries and new corporate power, its 
population will move closer to ‘standard white Anglo- 
Saxon Protestant’ characteristics,...?” 

That is to say by SPUR’s standard the present racial 
minorities in San Francisco present a problem to their con- 
cept of progress, Now the last time that such a ‘problem’ 
of a similar type appeared under similar circumstances was 


from the grass roots 
by Earl Anthony. 


January 10, 1967 will long be remember by black people 
as the day the white power structure castrated Adam Clayton 
Powell, In the south they use a knife to castrate black 
men, The 90th Congress used a more sophisticated method, 
the ballot. But baby, the results were the same--impotency. 

The House of Representatives voted 364 to 64 to strip 
Adam on his chairmanship of the House Committee on Edu- 
cation and Labor, and now allowhim totake his seat as a duly 
elected member of the 90th Congress from New York’s 18th 
district, Adam will not be allowed to be seated until a special 
nine member House Committee investigates the charges of 
Adam’s ‘‘so-called’’ abuse of Congressional privileges, 

It should be crystal clear to all black people, that the 
charges that they jammed Powell for--taking personal vaca- 
tions with the taxpayers? money--were only smokescreens 
for the real reasons, What Powell was doing was nothing 
more than what any other white Congressman was doing. 
There is only one difference--Powell is black, they are 
white, It?s as simple as that. 

This was the first time in 160 years that a House 
Chairman has been stripped of his chairmanship, for reasons 
other than party disloyalty. It shows black people, that no 
longer should they depend on Democrats or Republicans, con- 
servatives or liberals, we have to start depending upon 
ourselves, If we don’t, we are going to ‘‘waste’’ ourselves-- 
commit political genocide, 

Adam Clayton Powell was made an example to all other 
Afro-Americans, The power structure is trying to punish 
Adam because he has continued to flaunt the «“‘«man’?, Adam 
committed an unforgiveable sin--in the «‘man’s” eyesight-- 
when he actively endorsed black power. When he actively 
endorsed the idea of black people getting together. Adam 
committed an unforgiveable sin--in the eyes of the Demo- 
crats--when he told the party bosses in New York that they 
couldn’t expect for him to deliver in Harlem for their man, 
against the popular Republican John Lindsay. What Powell 
was telling his hard-headed colleagues was that, the Demo- 
crats no longer have the black vote in their hip pocket-- 
black people are voting for the man, and not the party.

Steps Of 
Redevelopment

in the redevelopment process, 
Policies and requirements for 
the whole process are set down 
in the Urban Renewal Manual, 
The Manual, however, is a 
very big book, It is long and 
difficult to understand, In 1960 
it contained three separate

The steps in the redevelop- 
ment process are: 

1, The land is acquired, 

2. The residents are re-

3. The site is cleared 
and buildings are destroyed, 

4, The site is improved 
and supporting facilities are 
installed, 

5.. The land is disposed of, 
i,e., sold, 


6. New buildings are con- 
structed,

Violence on the 
Picket Line 


According to the San Francisco Agricultural Labor Sup- 
port Committee, headquartered at 449 14th St., thelocal police 
are teaming with management against the farm workers, 

It is alleged that the arrest of a picket was due to being 
hit by a car ‘‘while picketing a Purity Store in support of 
the AFL-CIO sanctioned Perelli-Minetti boycott,?? The group 
also says that an organizer was also arrestedon a “trumped- 
up” ‘interference’ charge.” 


The arrests occurred at the Purity Store onSo, Van Ness 
in the middle of this month, after a car accelerated when it 
reached the picket line, forcing Bob Edmonson to scramble 
up over the hood to avoid being knocked down and run over, 
Pickets called police to report the assault, 

But after a paddy wagon suddenly appeared, accompan- 
ied by a patrol car, other incidents occurred, The picket cap- 
tain, Frank Reilly, was allegedly harassed about the line 
and their labor songs, Then shortly after talks with the 
store management and the driver of the ‘‘attacking car’’ Ed- 
monson found himself under citizen’s arrest, The charge being 
‘«malicious mischief”? And, when Brian Heron, an organi- 
zer, attempted to get close enough to make a citizen’s arrest 
of the driver, now protected by a cordon of police, he was 
arrested himself for ‘interfering with an officer.’? 


According to the Agricultural Labor Support Committee,

Lash’s interest in dealing 
with the public first came when 
he finished a two-year course 

nin Public Speaking at Chicago 
Junior College. Following 
this, he entered the Army for 
two and a half years where 
he became a radio announcer 
for the Armed Forces Radio 
Service (AFRS), 

* After being discharged, on 
the suggestion of his super- 
visor he immediately enrolled 
in a school to be trained as 
a professional announcer at 
Radio Station KALW School. 
.Upon completion of this course 
in two years, he set out to 
find a job in radio as an 
announcer, but found that the 
doors were closed, The ob- 
vious reason being that the 
radio industry was not allow- 
ing Negroes to work as an- 
snouncers and this condition 
is basically the same today. 

However, this didn’t stop 
Lash from trying to break 
the barrier, and with a pio- 
,neering spirit, he walked the 
streets trying to get the white 
radio stations to hire him, 
with no success. 

He was then forced to take 
a as a bus driver in 

to support his family. 
Lash then worked with the 
(public on this job for four 
“and a half years. 

With an educational back- 
ground, Lash felt that he need- 
ed a job with a future; and he 
consequently joined the Golden 
_ State Life Insurance Company 
as a salesman, Working 
largely in the Fillmore area, 
‘he attained recognition from 
his fellow workers as being 
an efficient worker; he was 


,named salesman of the month 


on two occasions, 

From Golden State Life, 
Lash took his ability as a 
salesman and moved to Gal- 
lo Wine to become the only 
Negro salesman with that firm 
and acquired the title of ‘‘Mr. 


“Ripple”. He was assigned the

task of promoting Gallo’s new 
wine, ‘‘Ripple’”? in 1960. His 
assignment was to promote the 
wine in the Negro community 
and the subsequent reputation 
that ‘‘Ripple’’ gained in this 
area is related to Lash’s sales 
in some of the local stores. 

He speaks of his accom- 
-plishments on this job with 
great pride, noting thathe won 
the job over five other candi- 
dates and then worked from a 
part-time to become aperma- 


nent employee for the Gallo 


Company. Lash stated that in 
all fairness, he must mention 
that Harry Blieneiss was the 
person instrumental in getting 
him the job. 

From ‘‘Mr. Ripple’’, he be- 
came a real estate agent after 
passing the State Board. He 
worked first for Roy Jackson, 
a broker in the Ingleside Dis- 
trict. While working as a real 
estate agent, Lash acquired 
some sensitivities to the hous- 
ing problems that often plague 
the Negro ghettos. His feel- 
ings are that Negroes should 
be able to move anywhere they 
want. 

Presently, working with the 
Council for Civic Unity in 
the Hunters Point Anti- 
Poverty Office, he is an ac- 
tive member of the Housing 
Opportunity Committee and 
conducts the Housing Oppor- 
tunity Center in the Hunters 
Point area. The Center pro- 
vides residents with general 
information as to what kind of 
housing is available and where 
and at what kind of prices; it 
also providgs some informa- 
tion as to places of employ- 
ment in the area, schools and 
transportation.

Under Section 221 (d), (3) 
of the National Housing Act, 
Non-Profit Organizations or 
associations may participate 
in the Below Market Interest 
Rate Program for low and 
moderate income families 
displaced as a result of gov- 
ernmental action, 

Basically, this program 
provides for mortgage financ- 
ing in the amount of 100 per- 
cent of replacement most of 
the project. The replacement 
cost includes the cost of land, 
financing and organizational 
expenses, legal and architec- 
tural fees, construction costs 
and other items normally in- 
curred in the construction of 
a multi-family project.

The Joint Planning Committee on Redevelopment in 
Hunters Point voted last Wednesday to remove Willie Thomp- 
son from the Survey Committee, Two members, Harold 
Brooks and Mrs. E, Westbrook said that he had ‘breached 
a promise’? Mr. E, Knotts said that he had “Violated a 
trust,’’ 


These accusers refer to my disclosure of the results 
of the Redevelopment Agency Survey carried out by Dun~- 
leavy Associates over a month ago, Some members of the 
Survev Committee had discussed with the Redevelopment 
Agency the time, place and manner of releasing such infor-. - 
mation, They agreed among themselves that it should be 
jointly released, I strongly disagreed with the procedure. 

J subsequently learned ‘that information from the survey 
has been released by Dunleavy and Associates and the Re- 
development Agency has knowledge of the release, I released 
the information because I felt the people of Hunters Point 


‘have a right to know what was in that survey before anyone 


else in town, The people of Hunters Point should know that 
if they are black and poor they can’t buy a home in San Fran- 
cisco and will have trouble renting one, 

The 138 families now in Hunters Point who earn less 
than-$200 per month should know that they will not be able 
to buy or rent a home in San Francisco when they are moved 
out of the Point. The 765 families (90%), who said that they 
want to live in Hunters Point after it is redeveloped ought to 
be able to live there. The 555 families who said they wanted 
to buy a home ought to be able to buy one, The 390 families 
who said they can’t afford to pay more than $74 for rent 
ought not to have to pay more than that, The 104 families 
who said that they can’t afford a down payment on a home 
ought not to have to pay one. The 759 families who don’t 
belong to organizations ought to be invited to join the Joint 
Planning Committee and other organizations on the hill, 


. Furthermore, no more decisions ought to be made on 
redevelopment by anyone until the people affected make them, 
Finally, I released the information because those on wel- 
fare and those on pensions are under the impression that 
they can live in houses in San Francisco too, I thought they 
ought to know that they won’t be able to, once the Redevelop- 
ment Agency sells the land on the hill, 

Somebody has to tell the truth to the people and I took 
that responsibility, 

The Joint Planning Committee had to take action against 
me because all organizations must have ways of control- 
ling the actions of its members, If an organization has no 
controls, it is a lawless organization, and anyone can do 
anything and get away with it, Although the laws of the Joint 
Housing Committee are not written down, it never-the-less 
has laws, 


Laws set guidelines for the conduct of members, All 
members are expected to observe the laws, If someone is 
convicted of breaking the law, he is usually punished, Adam 
Clayton Powell was convicted of breaking ethical laws of the 
Congress of the United States, He was convicted and removed 
from the Committee on Education and Labor, 

There’s a lot to be learned about organizations, They 
don’t differ much; from the Congress to Hunters Point, 
they are pretty much the same, 

The moral of this letter is, first, if you don’t play the 
rules, you are out, Second, if you don’t know the rules you must 
learn them, Third, if you disagree with the rules you ought 
to say it. And fourth, if you don’t think the rules apply to 
you, just wait and see,

Burton Urges Butchertown 
Development 


Assemblyman John Burton, 
in a letter for Mayor John F. 
Shelley today urged that the 
South of Market redevelop- 
ment project be shelved in 
favor of the proposed Butcher- 
town industrial park re- 
development. 


Burton, an opponent of South 
of Market redevelopment and 
a proponent of the Butcher- 
town project, pointed out that 
it is unlikely that the City 
can get federal funds for both 
projects because of cutbacks 
in federal spending due to the 
war in Vietnam. 


“Tt seems we can’t have 
both,’’ said Burton, ‘‘and the 


Butchertown plan is prefer- 
able since it would create 
humerous jobs for the City 
and broaden the tax base thus 
benefiting both the working 
people and the homeowners of 
the City. The South of Market 
plan, on the other hand, would 
dispossess many small busi- 
hessmen and tenants resulting 
in a huge relocation problem 
and considerably more dis- 
ruption of traffic patterns.’’ 


Burton indicated that he 
could see no reason why the 
funds available for South of 
Market redevelopment could 


not be diverted to the Butcher- 
town project.

As many as 118 jobs are 
alleged to be cut by the Ist of 
February as a resultof recent 
cutbacks in the San Francisco 
Opportunity Council’s anti- 
poverty programs. These 
would be EOC staff members 
serving in the target areas of 
the Western Addition, China- 
town and Hunters Point, No 
mention was made of cutbacks 
in the central administration 
staff. 


The cutbacks are the result 
of Congressional actions 
which appear to have frozen 
funds for the War on Poverty 
into some ‘canned pro- 
grams’’, which have often had 
a dubious reputation, thereby 
cutting money from the Com- 
munity Action programs. It is 
mainly CAP programs that 
have come under attack from 
various conservative groups 
and persons. 

Although it is alleged that 
26 persons are to lose jobs in 
the Hunters Point area, as yet 
no word has come to confirm 
any such information, 


Serious questions have been 


raised concerning the very 
usefulness of continuing any 
programs because of the cut- 
backs, Two target area direc- 
tors have already resigned. 
Other questions have also 
arisen over the efficiency and 
necessity of such a large cen-~ 
tral office staff which suppos- 
edly coordinates the activities 
of the entire San Francisco 
program. During its opera- 
tion, it has become plagued 
with bureaucratic and techni- 
cal entanglements which have 
oftentimes slowed up. and 
stalled programs, according 
to many sources, Although 
even its own monies were cut- 
back by the council, neighbor- 
hood spokesmen still complain 
about its future operation and 
especially so-called profes- 
sionals on its staff who appear 
to be ‘‘too removed from the 
poor to be of any usefulness.’? 

Word has also come that 
additional funds are being 
solicited through various local 
civic, church, labor and wel- 
fare groups to send a delega~- 
tion to Washington to demand 
Congress for more money.

If you take the Pill regularly every time you have sex, 
why do you get pregnant anyway? I did.

Dear Marie, 
No wonder the Pill didn’t work! You have to take the 
Pill more than just every time you have sex. The Pill is 
taken for twenty days each month, Counting the first day 
of a menstrual period as ‘‘Day One,’’ the first pill is taken » 
on “‘Day Five,’? whether menstruating or not, and one pill 
is taken daily thereafter for twenty days. Your period usually 
starts again within five days after taking the last pill. 
Again the first day of the menstrual period is called “Day. 
One” and the pills are started on ‘‘Day Five,” exactly as 
before; and so on each month. Some, doctors may give 
slightly different directions which are “also effective. 
\ ‘ 
The pills should be taken at the sametime each ‘ihe 
If a pill is forgotten, it should be taken as\soon as it 
remembered and the next pill taken at the regular t 
even if this means taking two in one day. If a pill is f 
gotten on moré than one day, the pills should be continued 
and in addition another birth control method used for the 
rest of that month. x 


You didnot follow the rules. And the pill does not prevent 
pregnancy unless it is taken correctly every time, month 
after month. Many women do not know the proper way to 
take the pills. These instructions must be followed exactly 
as prescribed. 


Incidentally, you can see from the above how important 
it is to keep a good supply of pills on hand, Many people, 
wait until the last minute and then the clinic or the drug- 
store might be closed and they run out of pills, It’s good to 
call when you’re down to about your last week’s supply.

Housing Fight Continues 


The Hunters Point Tenant Union continues its fight with 
the San Francisco Housing Authority. On Friday the 20th, the 
rent-funds collected by the HPTU were for the time being 
frozen while the judge acts on a motion made by the SFHA 
concerning them; The tenants group has been using them to 
make repairs which were allegedly neglected by the Housing 
Authority. The court hearings will continue on Tuesday after- 
noon, January 31st (2 pm) in Municipal Court at the City 
Hall. 


TESTIMONY CONFLICTS 

Certain alleged conflicts appear to have ccme up as a 
result of testimony of Housing Authority officials. According 
to Eneas Kane, Director for the Housing Authority, tenants 
who are delinquent in their rent are somehow contacted 
through their local manager, so-called human relations per- 
sonal, and others to negotiate their differences, troubles and 
so on concerning their delinquent rent. According to Kane, 
such a procedure is done before actual eviction takes place. 
Such so-called conciliation also includes working with local 
anti-poverty persons also, according to Kane’s testimony. 


But according to the ten persons now on trial who are 
rent strikers, no such procedure ever took place, a fact con- 
firmed by the testimony of another housing official. Further 
investigation also shows that no such conciliation seems more 
to be the practice with the Housing Authority, again contrary 
to Kane’s testimony. Local EOC officials recall that any com- 
munication with the Housing Authority concerning housing 
evictions has not been in the form of mediation. Usually, for 
anti-poverty workers, it has been EOC’s initiative when such 


- eases have been brought up. In fact, most anti-poverty work~ 


ers feel that the Housing Authority, outside of a few local 
managers, is intent on having nothing whatsoever to do with 
the EOC, again contrary to Kane’s testimony.
